The Lite-Saving Service, 

The mission of the life-saving ser- 
vice of Canada is to save hun life 
and to provide prompt aid, when pos 
sible, to shipwrecked and distressed 
vessels, For this purpose, there are 
at present S4 life-saving stations, lo- 
cated by provinces as follows; New 
Brunswick 3, Nova Scotia 15, Prince 
Edward Island 3, British Columbia 4, 
and on the Great Lakes of Ontario 1}, 
Each ‘ife-saving station has a life. 
boat nned by a crew of seven men, 
including the coxswain, who eom- 
mands, The coxswain is appointed 
by the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, and is in charge of the sta- 
tion, His duties are to tuke care of 
the station, to select the crew, and 
to drill them in rough water as well 
fs smooth, and instruct them in 
treating those apparently drowned. 

The usual allowance to a coxswain 


is $75 a year, with $2 for each drih, | 


Fourteen drills, of five hours each, 
are conducted during a season. The 
crew are paid $2 each per drill, and 
extra when engaged in service in a 
wreck, 

Many stations have been recently 
equipped with new. life-boats, which 
range in cost from $225 to $775 each, 
The life-saving service has many he- 
roic rescues to its credit, but, tortun- 
ately, the latest report, that for the 
vear 1908-0, shows that “no senous 
casualties involving danger tu lite 
have taken place.”

BUSINESS MEN ADVOCATE MANY 
IMPORTANT CHANGES 


The Convention of the Associated 
Boards of Trade of the West Closes 
Session at Brandon—Question of 
Suppiy of Harvest Hands is Dis- 
cussed—Advocate Regulations for 
Proper Grading of Wheat. 


Brandon.—The convention of the as- 
sociated boaids of trade was brought 
to a close with a vote of thanks to tie 
citizens and bourd of trade of Bran- 
dun, after Letnbridge haa been se- 
lected as the piace of mecting for next 
year. 

‘the following resolutions 
adopted by the convention: 

“That the Dominion government be 
urged to take immediate steps to meet 
the situation, and that leases now cur- 
rent be made permasent for the re- 
mainder of the term for which they 
are granted as a remedy. Aiso tuat 
certain leases be issued for a definite 
term of at least ten years in certain 
districts of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and include the Peace River district 
and suitable lands adjacent to the 
foothiils.” 

On the suggestion of W. E. Knowles, 


M. P., of divose Jaw, it was amended | 


so as to recommend that the period of 
notice given to holders of leases be 
extended from two years to four years. 
It was adopted. 

“That a recommendation be sent to 
the Saskatcuewan government request- 
ing that they engage a freight expert, 
whose duty it shail be to study the 
freight tariffs of the railway com. 
panies operating in the provinee, and 
endeavor to adjust any differences 
arising between the mercantile inter. 
ests and the railway companies in con- 
nection with these tariffs.’ 

It was amended to apply to each of 
the governmenis of tue three pro- 
vinces and was then curried 

“Whereas, owing to the inerensed 
acreage of lands under cultivation in 
the western provinces this year, and

- provincial governments of Maniioba, 
Saskatchewan and Aiberta to co-oper- 
ate with the railway companies 
through the agents of the latter and 
with the labor exchanges in the older 
countries to procure tne supply | of 
labor necessary to-assiet-inelarvesting 
the grain crop. 

“Further, that the associated boards 
request the Dominion government and 
the governments of the three western 
provinces to exch appoint one or more 


parties, who shall furnish in good t me | 


reliable information as to the number 
of harvest hands required, and to as- 
sist in a systematic und equitable dis. 
tribution. 


“And, further, that the government |
